NEED OF FISH REGULATIONS. 


Some time since, The Frank Pape: 
dealt editorially with the subject of 
the need of better fish regulations, 
basing its argument on the condition 
of the fishing at present in the South 
Fork of the Old Man which, it has 
been demonstrated has been fished 
out the last few years. Since ‘that 
time, we have had other and bett«r 

evidence of the soundness of our ar 
gument for more stringent regula- 
tions. The editor of this paper has 
just returned from a fishing expedi- 
tion tothe North Fork of the Old 
Man where evidence of the utmost 


need of the enforcement of the most | 


stringent regulations was found, 
Hitherto there has been no stream 
inall Alberta that compared with 
the North Fork for good trout fish- 
ing. It hasalways been possible to 
take an almost unlimited number of 
trout. weighing from balfa pound to 


as high as three pounds. ‘There are’ 


trout there yet but what a difference | 


has come tho stream in two 
years, Ina wecks fishing not a trout 
was taken that went two pounds and 
not a dozen that would go over half 
or three quarters of a pound while 
the vast majority were really small 
fish, not many going beyond a quar- 

ter ofa pound. One who fished the
